Tariff Revision 



We shall now see what kind of tariff 
revision we are to have when the re- 
vision IS entrusted to the “friends of 
tariff.” The Republican platform 
pledges the party “unequivocally” to a 
revision to be made immediately after 
inauguration. The w.ird “unequivocai- 
ly” is of course an admission that for- 
mer promises have not been kept, and 
the word “immediately” is a confess- 
ion that the patience of the public has 
been strained to the point of breaking. 

But the word “revision” may mean 
anything or nothing accordng to the 
opinion of those who interpret it. The 
tariff may be revised up or down or 
sideways, and it will be revised. re- 
vision has height and depth ; length 
and breatdth; latitude and longitude— 
it has everything except certainty. 
Revision may be anything from the 
change of a comma to the repeal of the 
entire tariff law. Mr. Taft was very 
careful not to commit himself by any 
definite satetment on the subject, but 
said that some of the schedules ought 
to be raised and others lowered, but 
this is not a very explicit statement. 
AL another time he said that the revis> 
ion would be a genuine one, but this, 
too, admits of intrepertation. Agaki 
he said that the revision would proba- 
bly be downward, but “probably” is 
not a very strong word. 

The House of Representatives initi- 
ates revenue measures, and the House 
of Representatives is likely to be pre- 
sided over by that pre-eminent stand* 
patter, the Hon Joe Cannon.

Finger marks on paint can be eas- 
ily removed by rubbing with a clean 
white cloth dipped in kerosene. The 
wood should afterward be wiped with 
a dry cloth. 

If muslin curtains are needed In a 
hurry for a kitchen or bathroom, 
they can be warhed, slightly starched, 
shaken hard, pulled into shape and 
hung up without ironing. 

Sheets, pillowcases, towels, table- 
cloths — all folded linens — should be 
laid upon the shelves with the open 
and hemmed ends toward the wall, the 
round folds outward.
